Capt. Couch said 
it was to bo hoped that every man vrou'.d 
remain in camp until an answer could bo re- 
ceived. Tho meeting then adjourned sub- 
ject to the call of President Couch. Thir- 
teen hundred boomers are now hero. 


A telegram was received from Weaver 


and Clarko, who aro in Washington city 
forwarding tho interests of the colonists, in 
which they said tho president's proclamation 
"is intended to eject tho cattle syndicates 
on ono hand, and suspend on tbo other set- 
tlement of the country pending negotiations." 
They say they shall continue to urge tho 
question r.pon the administration, and hopo 
•with confidence for a rovorsul of tho prasont 
policy.
